on Missouri's state officials. Clerk John B. 
Green says he is.not ready to give a state- 
ment andthe other officials say they have 
nothing to do with the case, as it does not 
affect them. Mr. Mosby, when asked re- 
garding his future plans, said: 

“While my plans for the future are not 
fully matured, it may be stated in a gen- 
eral way that the habits of life and the 
modes of livelihood followed by me in the 
future will not be substantially different 
from those which I have pursued in the 
past, save that political honors will never 
have for me the attraction they had in 
earlier years, when I had seen less of poli- 
tics than I since have seen. Besides, there 
are those who think that the government 
of this state can be administered very well 
without my assistance, and even the poli- 
ticlans, 1 am grieved to believe, may. be 
able to get along without:me, which is the 
more probable now, since I have, in ‘Ben 
Blunt,’ left them many profound political 
axioms for their future guidance, 

“My literary work, of course, will con- 
tinue. I could not get away from it, even 
if I tried. Whether I shall write for a 
living or not, I shall certainly live to 
write. J] have planned much work of this 
kind, which I hope to accomplish. 

“Tl may do some writing upon the subject 
of Missouri politics, but that matter has 
not been fully determined. However, if 
I do. there will be no question this time 
as to what I mean: to say. For the prés- 
enl I shall continue to edit the Cole Coun- 
ty Democrat. The work is. congenial; be- 
sides, it will afford me an opportunity 
to continue advocating those sound and 
wholesome principles of democracy in 
which I have always believed, and which 
I long so much to see adopted by the 
American people—democracy which stands 
for justice, which is a synonym for civic 
righteousness and which means freedom 
and equality of opportunity to all men.” 
The guillotine which cut off Speed Mos- 
by’s official head was set up just the 
moment that the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
containing the exclusive story, of “Ben 
Blunt’ ‘reached Jefferson City. 

Mosby knew that this publication sound- 
ed his death-knell, and it was ‘then that 
he formulated his now famous aphorism | 
to the effect that ‘every man must have 
the right to worship his job according to 
the dictates of his own conscience.’ 
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Politicians declared that none but Gov. 
Dockery could have’ been in Speed Mos- 
by'’s mind when he drew the pen picture 
of a Missouri governor whose wink was 
famous throughout the state. They claimed 
to recognize the Dockery flowing mustache 
and long imperial also, though the gov- 
aes had shaved some little time betore 

Speed Mosby's book was published. They 
did not profess to be sure about the poker 
game in “‘Ben Blunt,’’ where the fiction- 
governor is described as winning heavily 
irom the contidential work of the state 
auditor by utilizing a mirror that hung 
behind the unsuspecting clerk, but they 
were ‘morally certain of the Dockery wink 
and reasonably assured of the mustache 
and oe: . 

But Spee losby kept on denyin He 
declared that the fictional suavastar of 
State Auditor William Rounder was not 
in the least intended to lampoon State 
Auditor Albert O. Allen. It was known, 
of course, that the incident of the state 
auditor's defalcation,; as related in “Ben 
Blunt,” was purely imaginary, and this 
incident cut no veure in Jefferson City 
comment. But folks still kept on saying 
that Speed Mosby intended to make fun 


of Capt. Allen. 

Similarly, also, the author of “Ben 
Blunt” averred. that .State Treasurer 
Robert P. Williams was not in his mind 
a little bit when he wrote of State 
Treasurer Barton in his Missouri politi- 
cal novel, and that there was no coun- 
terpart in real life for the chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of Missouri whom 
he drew in the pages of “Ben Blunt.’ 

Mosby will not consent for a minute 
to figure as having caricatured_ the 
Dockery administration, either singly or 
collectively. But_he dedicated his ‘novel 
to ex-Gov. Lon V. Stephens, the bitter 
foe and critic of that ‘administration, and 
he expected’to be “fired’’ as soon as 
‘Ben Blunt” made its appearance. 

AS with the political aspect of ‘Ben 
Blunt,” so with its social aspect. Jef- 
ferson City society “went up in the alg.” 
so to speak, when Speed Mosby's satire 
came out, but Speed Mosby ke eeps on say- 
ing that he has satirized nobody in par- 
ticular in that society.

Champion Will Go on the Scales in 
Public—Says He Will Be 
Down to 132 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—This ts a 
red letter day in Corbett’s training camp. 
It is the day when he hopes to set at rest 
all the mutterings about his overweight 
and bad cormdition that have been going 
the rounds. 

Corbett, in short, 
that he will today, 
weigh'in, publicly. 

It has been stated that Corbett is noth- 
ing like at the 129 pounds—the figure he 
will have to meet at 6 p. m. on the day 
he fights Hanlon.

RATES INVOLVED 


Railroads Declare That They Cannot

Dispatches from Jefferson City to the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning state 
that the supreme court has denied Herman 
Schubach and other St. Louis ticket brok- 
ers a writ of prohibition against the judges 
of the St. Louis circuit court to enjoin them

companies to prevent brokers from ‘‘scalp- 


ing’’ excursion tickets. 
The controversy between the railroads 


and the ticket brokers deals largely with 
| the subject of reduced rates for the World's 


Fair. 

The restraining order applied specifically 
to “mileage tickets, excursion tickets and 
commutation tickets,’’ which, according 
to the contract made between the pur- 
chaser and the railroad companies are 
non-transferable. 


Nontransferable 
Rule Holds Good. 


The opinion then quotes from the re- 
turn of the ticket brokers to the rule 


to show cause why the injunction should 
not issue on the ground that it has no 
jurisdiction, and the court says, “It then 
very inconsistently sets up that it has 
been the common practice of the rail- 
roads to tssue excursion tickets which 
are stamped on their face “nontransfer- 
able.” but that the practice and under- 
standing of the ticket brokers is that 
such tickets may be transferred or sold 
and then the original purchasers name 
may be signed on any one on the return 
ticket, and that brokers now have on 
hand a number of these tickets which 
they purchased in good _ faith, which 
would be rendered valueless and the 
business of the brokers destroyed should 
the injunction be granted. Upon the di- 
rection of aider, therefore, the 
turn of the ticket brokers helped out the 
insufficiency, if any, that existed in the 
petition and unquestionably made a 
concrete case as to the tickets that are 
now held by the ticket brokers and pre- 
sented a live subject matter between 
live parties which the court had power 
and jurisdiction over.” 
| The opinion then discusses tthe proposi- 
tion of issuing tickets at reduced rates 
during the World's Fair. 
The court then says: “Broadly stated 
therefore, the question for decision is 
whether a petition by a railfoad for an in- 
junction against a ticket broker to re- 
strain him from dealing in special tickets, 
which recite upon their face that they are 
issued at reduced rates and are non-trans- 
ferable, but which do not relate to any 
particular occasion states a concrete case 
which a court in equity has jurisdiction 
to hear and decide. If it does, the writ 
of prohibition asked for herein should be 
denied; if it does not, the writ should go.”

‘ing railroad lines of the state entering 
that city to prevent the enforcement of 
an injunction by the circuit judges pre- 
venting the brokers from selling railroad 
tickets in violation of the anti-scalping 
law. the Supreme Court today, in an 
opinion by Judge Marshall, in which 
Judges Robinson, Brace, Burgess and 
Fox concur, denied the brokers this 
‘writ of prohibition sought by them in 
this court. 

Judge Valliant filed a dissenting opinion, 
in which Judge Gantt concurs., The opinion 
is a lengthy one, covering 22 typewritten 
pages. The grounds for the writ of pro- 
hibition were that the circuit courts did 
not have jurisdiction in the matter, and 
that such injunction served the purpose 
of taking private property without due 
process of law. After setting out the 
pleadings at some length the court says; 

‘Reduced to its essentials. and crystal- 
lized, the ticket brokers position is that no 
concrete cause is stated in the injunction 
suit which the court has power to deal 
with, or otherwise stated, that there is 
no existing controversy between the ticket 
brokers and the railways which would 
constitute a cause of action on which the 
court could act. The matter comprises 
itself into the question whether or not a 
basic subject matter over which a court 
has jurisdiction was presented to the cir- 
cuit court for adjudication by the in- 
junction suit. 

“If a court has the power to act, its 
jurisdiction is in nowise impaired by the 
consideration whether it acted on accord- 
ance with law or erroneously. 

“Given the jurisdiction, all else is a mere 
matter of error to be corrected on “ap- 
peal.”’ ° 
The opinion then quotes from a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court and 
savs “that was a suit for damages for 
being put off of a train. The plaintiff pur- 


‘chased from the defendant at St. Louis a 


ticket from Hot Springs and return. ~The 
ticket by its terms required that the origt- 
nal purchaser should identify himself to 
the satisfaction of the defendant’s agent 
at Hot Springs, and that the ticket should 
be officially signed and stamped by the 
agent at Hot Springs, all of which the 
original purchaser agreed to ‘in considera- 
tion,of the reduced rate at which this 
ticket is sold.’ The plaintiff failed to so 
identify himself. and failed to have the re- 
‘turn ticket so stamped, and in consequence 
was put off the train and sued for dam- 
ages. The lower court sustained a demur- 
irer to the petition and the Supreme Court 
of the United States afftrmed the judg- 
ment. holding that a railroad company has 
a right to make a contract with the pur- 
chaser of a reduced rate ticket that the 
original purchaser shall so identify him- 
self and the return ticket shall be so 
signed and stamped, and that the reduced 
rate at which the ticket is sold affords a 
consideration for guch a contract. This is 
manifestly upon the principle that when 
persons, sul juris, enter into contracts that 
are not prohibited by law based upon a 
valuable consideration, they must lve up 
to them, and that each has a property 
right in the contract which the law will 
protect. In addition to this the laws of this 
state and the interstate commerce laws 
while prohibiting discriminations permit 
the ratiroeds to issue excursions or com- 
mutation tickets at special rates.”’

That the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festi- 
val of 1803 is a near approach to reality is 
shown by a look into the Coliseum, where 
preparations have been rapidly going for- 
ward since Monday roon.
